“This is a wonderful site for the 
children of this community, yet 
the community would not allow 
their children to have the high 
school here,” she said) "There i a 
great deal of contradiction". The 
site was also found to contain con- 
taminants. 

Dr. Boyle said the gym would 
also be available to the commu- 
nity when not used by the 
school. 

If the schools are combined, 
there will be two combined bud- 
gets rather than one, and the 
School would be open during 
hours when it is now not serving 
studerits-presently. Also, the 
schoól would possibly be opened 
six days a week. Dr. Boyle said 
said this would allow the school to 
sérve different clientele at differ- 
ent times, He said he felt the two 
schools could offer much better 
opportunities for the students by 
combining the two budgets. 

If the schools are combined, Dr. 
Boyle said there will be two 
administrators. One will be a 
vocational administrator and one 
will be an academics administra- 
tor. Dr. Boyle said he wants the 
combining of the schools to’tran- 
spire and he wants everyone to 
have a positive attitude toward 
the proposal. He said he would 
like to see the plan put into action 
in thé fall but said everything 
must be in order prior to bringing 
students over from CHOICE.

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National Weather Service 
celebrates its 125th birthday 


By Mike Lyons 

Feb. 9, 1870 was a typically 
cold day in Washington, D.C. 
The temperature was well 
below freezing and spring 
seemed a long way off. The 
weather was the last thing on 
President Ulysses S. Grant's 
mind as he began his day. Still, 
the president did something 
that day that changed forever 
the way we look at weather. 

On Feb. 9, 1870, President 
Grant signed a joint resolution 
of Congress authorizing the sec- 
retary of war to establish a 
national weather service. Later 
that year the first synchronous 
weather observations ever tak- 
en in the U.S. were made by 
members of the Army Signal 
Service. With a few strokes of 
his pen, President Grant creat- 
ed what today is thé largest and 
best weather forecasting service 
in the world. 

And, that service is getting 
better and better. Today, on the 
125th birthday of the National 
Weather Service, thousands of 
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weather observations are made 
hourly and daily by government. 
agencies, volunteers, ships at 
sea, airplanes and satellites. 

"We've come а long way since 
those first weather observa- 
tions," said Dr. Elbert Friday 
the Director of the National 
Weather Service. "Today, we are 
in the midst’of a major program 
to modernize the National 
Weather Service with state of 
the art technology and about 
meteorology." 

It wasn't exactly state of the 
art back in the 1870's. "We only 
had 22 places to watch the 
weather," Dr. Friday said. "And 
all of them were east of the 
Rockies." On top of that, men 
making the weather observa- 
tions were hardly meteorolo- 
gists. Most were sergeants in 
the Army just following orders. 

From a forecasting stand- 
point it was like living in the 
stone age. "I would hesitate to 
call it forecasting, Dr. Friday 
said. "Basically, if it was raining 
at one station is was assumed it

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would be raining downstream 
at the next station." 

The weather service was part 
of the Department of War until 
1890 when President Benjamin 
Harrison asked that it be taken 
over by civilians in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. For the 
next 50 years, the Weather 
Bureau as it was now called, 
went about the business of 
watching and learning about 
our weather. 

It was during this period that 
the Weather Bureau began 
using more sophisticated meth- 
ods to obtain weather informa- 
tion. Еог`ехатріе, to learn 
more about the weather in the 
upper atmosphere, thermome- 
ters and barometers were 
attached to kites and airplanes. 
In 1940, President Franklin 
Roosevelt transferred the 
Weather Bureau to the. Depart- 
ment of Commerce where it 
remains today. After WW II, 
the Army gave the weather 
department 25 surplus radars 
which launched the network of 
weather radars still in use 
today. 

The Weather Bureau changed 
its name in 1870 to the Nation- 
al Weather Service and became 
a component of the Commerce 
Department's newly-created 
National Oceanic and Atmo- 
spheric Administration. 

"Today we are at the brink of 
a meteorological revolution,” 
Dr. Friday said. "Advances іп 
satellites, radars, sophisticated 
information processing and 
communication systems are 
part of the new weather ser- 
vice." Advances that will result 
in better forecasts and more 
timely and precise severe 
weather warnings. 

You've came a long way, baby. 
Happy 125th birthday!

that time, direct spending on 
agriculture has been cut 
steadily. This year, farm pro- 
. grams will consume about 
6/10ths of one percent of the 
federal budget - about $10 bil- 
lion. 

Still, when it comes time to 
cut spending in an urban-domi- 
nated Congress, agriculture is 
always a prime target. Hitting 
close to home, the federal sug- 
ar program is again under 
attack: But, as in the past, the 
scare tactics of the extreme 
environmentalists and other 
opponents are not based on 
fact. 

For instance, the sugar pro- 
gram operates at no cost to the 
taxpayers. Abolishing the pro- 
gram, as some would suggest, 
would actually result in a loss 
of over $30 million in receipts 
to the Treasury. Worse yet, it 
would destroy thé hard-work- 
ing communities surrounding 
Lake Okeechobee and jeopar- 
dize over 420,000 jobs in 42 
states. Эз 

Certainly, reforms аге neéd- 
ed - and they will be made. 
And when it comes to other 
farm programs there is little 
question that we need to 
reduce federal spending and 
eliminate the deficit. But just 
once, it would be nice for agri- 
culture's critics to acknowledge 
that if all.other federal pro- 
grams had been cut like farm 
programs, the deficit would not 
be a problem. 

Unfortunately, that has not 
been the case. 

As Congress sits down this 
year to write the new farm bill, 
we again face severe budget 
pressures in Washington. No 
- doubt, the farmers.and ranch- 
ers of Belle Glade, Clewiston, 
South Bay and Pahokee will be 
asked to practice self-sacrifice, 

But as a newly-elected mem- 
-ber of Congress and a member 
of the House Agriculture Com- 
mittee, I will demand that 
everyone share in the sacrifice.

to agriculture should be fair. 
Second, spending cuts should 
go to reduce the deficit, not be 
spent on other programs, as 
has been the case for the last 
ten years. 

Third, in exchange for the 
spending cuts, Congress must 
deliver on promises to roll back 
the tidal wave of environmen- 
tal mandates and burdensome 
regulations that do little to 
improve the environment hut 
are a heavy burden on farmers 
and landowners. — A 

Finally, if we are serious 
about making the transition® 
into a true "market oriented" 
agriculture, as farmers desire, 
we must make sure that mar- 
ket orientation is reflected with 
a clear, aggressive export poli- 
cy. That means holding other 
countries to their trade obliga- 
tions and continuously press- 
ing for.greater market open- 
ness. here in the United States, 
there has to be an end to mar- 
ket interference and using the 
farmer as а public utility on 
behalf of foreign policy, envi- \ 
ronmental objectives, and to 
control food costs. 

Before Congress starts mak- 
ing policy decisions on issues 
affecting Florida farmers, gg 
though, І want'to make sure 
they understand how challeng- 
ing it has become to make a 
living as a grower. That's why I 
will be bringing a number of 
my colleagues on the House 
Agriculture Committee down 
to Belle Glade in April to hold 
а public hearing on agriculturé 
issues important to our rural 
‘communities. 

These lawmakers need to sit 
face to face with Florida fai 
ers so that they can gain abet M. 
ter understanding of the poten- 
tial impact of the policies that 
will be crafted later this year.

ater and the Eissey Theater. 
"The total cost of programs and 
facilities to be cut is approximate- 
ly 9 million dollars annually. 

Mr. Hand said he is con- 
cerned with the budget cuts 
because he feels many local 
residents will not get a degree 
if the Glades Campus closes. 
"Financially, they'll be unable 
to do it,” he said. He feels it 
would be devastating for the 
Glades if the campus and the 
Dolly Hand Center were to 


close. 

Dr. Franke said she doesn't 
foresee the state closing the 
local college because one of the 
goals of community colleges is 
to offer local education to com- 
munities which are more than 
30 minutes away from other 
college facilities. 

"Our college is more than, 30 
minutes away from any other 
college," she said "and most of 
our students don't have cars. 
That would mean taking public 
transportation," She said pub- 
lic transportation would entail 
a 2 1/2 trip each way, and she 
bélieves very few students 
would be able.to endure this 
hardship. 

The state has consistently 
reduced the resources that are 
provided to the community col- 
leges to support essential ser- 
vices, according to Robert H. 
McCabe, president of Miami- 
Dade Community College. 

"Over the history of the com- 
munity college system, the 
income per student has been 
reduced from 50 percent more 
to 22 percent less than that 
provided for public schools, 
grades K through 12. In 1994- 
95, community colleges 
received just over half as much 
per lower division student as 
the state universities. 

"The current level of funding 
for community colleges threat- 
ens their capacity to carry out 
their mission - Florida is, in 
effect, starving the most 
promising solution to the prob- 
lem of reducing the number of

dependent individuals by 
denying the colleges Һе 
resources they need to help 
these individuals gain the 
skills they need to be produc- 
tively employed," said Mr. 
McCabe. 

Palm Beach Community Col- 
lege President Ed Eissey said 
last week "It's a sad day when 
a state as wealthy as Florida 
doesn't fund higher education." 

PBCC Community Relations 
Director Sheila Bertino said 
everything is on the possible 
chopping block with the fund- 
ing cuts, but-doesn't expect the 
cuts to go so far as to allowing 
the closing of the community 
colleges with less than 1,000 
full-time students. 

“We are going to have to find 
some very creative ways to 
find funding," she said, but 
added she felt the Dolly Hand 
Cultural Arts Center was also 
vital to the community. 

The community college sys- 
tem has not seen an increase 
in funding since 1987. PBCC 
officials say any further reduc- 
tion in funding will be catas- 
trophic fo the college, which 
they say is already in need of 
additional staff and equip- 
ment. Dr. Franke. said the allo- 
cated funds, if*given by the 
commission, will nýt be used 
for administrative costs or 
administrative salary increases.

Closure order lifted for 
large area in Everglades 


The closure restricting access to 
the Everglades because of the 
stress to the deer herd has been 
partially lifted as water levels 
recede. 

The following areas were opened 
at 12:01 a:m., Sunday, Feb. 19: The 
Holey Land Wildlife Management 
Area, and the Rotenberger. Wildlife 
Management Area, both in south- 
ern Palm Beach County; and 
Water Conservation Area 3A 
North, in the Everglades Wildlife 
Management Area in Broward 
County. 

More than 700,000 acres of the 
Everglades were closed to public 


access on Sept. 29, 1994, said" 


Laura Richards, Everglades 
Regional Biologist with the Florida 
Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission. After 90 days the clo- 
sure order was extended indefinite- 
ly. 

The closure was in response to 
the highest water levels recorded 
in three decades for the 


Everglades. Whitetailed deer were . 


restricted to tree islands where 
they quickly exhausted the avail- 
able forage, and fell victim to 
stress, starvation and disease. 


GFC personnel surveying the 
area counted more than 150 dead 
deer. Ms. Richards said that a sub- 
stantial portion of the deer herd 
north of Alligator Alley (I-75) has 
died due to the high water. 

"The herd won't recover from the 
high water for several years," she 
said 

Water Conservation Area 3A 
South, Water Conservation Area 
2A north for the east west trail, 
Water Conservation Area 3B, and 
Water Conservation Area 2B will 
remain closed until further notice, 
according to Ms. Richards. 

"Conditions have improved sig- 
nificantly in WCA 3A North as the 
water levels have dropped,” she 
said. "Deer and other upland ani- 
mals are no longer restricted to lev- 
ees and tree'islands in the area. 
However, water levels in those 
areas remain several feet above the 
average for this time of year," the 
added. *
